One of the simplest methods adopted 
for this purpose is to take a small 
quantity of chillies and salt in the 
closed palm and throw It into the fire, 
after waiving it thrice round the head 
of the chi.'d to the accomplainment of 
Incantations. If no pugnent odor is 
apparent It Is an indication that the 
dosham has been averted. 

The harati ceremony, so frequent- 
ly observed iu -marriages and other 
festive occasions, is also intended to 
cunteract the dire influence of the 
evil eye. A plate containing saffron 
water is held by two ladies in front 
of the married couple about a score 
of times during the progress of a 
Hindoo marriage so that the admira- 
tion of the spectators shall not in- 
juriously affect the bride or the bride- 
groom. The curious ceremonies ot 
which her Royal highness the Prin- 
cess of Wales formed the central 
figure within a few hours after her 
landing on Indian shores were in one 
way intended to be a sort of Insui 
ance against the possible effects of the 
evil eye.
